The  New  Jersey  Midland  Railroad  Com- 

giny  own  2,000  feet  of  water-front  at  the 
lytrian  Fields,  together  with  fifty  acres  erf 
land.  This  is  to  be  the  terminus  lor  the 
freight  line  of  the  New  York  Midland  Com¬ 
pany.  A  contract  was  given  out  on  Satur¬ 
day  last  for  the  construction  of  a  branch 
from  New  Durham  to  Weehawken,  with  a 
cut  over  the  Palisades,  to  be  built  at  once. 
A  tunnel  is  also  to  be  built  under  the  hill, 
tbe  work  to  be  commenced  this  Spring.  It 
will  be  3,500  feet  in  length,  which  will  be 
800  feet  shorter  than  the  Erie  tunnel.  The 
tunnel  will  require  two  yean  for  oonstrue- 
kion.  This,  with  the  vast  improvements  at 
the  Elysdan  Fields,  in  the  way  of  warehouses, 
docks,  Ac.,  wiil  involve  an  estimated  cost 
of  61,000,000.
